World markets today treat- 
ed the Korean developments 
as a major scare. Nearly all 
non-Communist _ countries 
had slumps on the Stock 
Exchanges and booms in 
gold and commodities, parti- 
cularly in rubber and_ tin, 
for which the world largely 
depends on Soth East A3ia. 

Significant exceptions te the 
general slump in Stock Exchanges 
were some aircraft shares in New 
York ond heavy industry and 
chemical shares in Tokyo. : 
Many countries reported un- 
usually heavy selling on_ their 
Stock Exchanges. Generally this 
was ascribed to nervous selling 
by speculators rather than by 
genuine holders. E 
Prices of gold were reported 
sharply higher. from many _cen- 
tres, Including Hong Kong, Bang- 
kok, Paris and Bombay. The 
Bombay Government declared a 
market emergency, .
